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Stupendous Undertaking. 

Placing of the steam Hollers of the Dun- 
derheip o'> Hoard—The Largest ever 
Constructed.

Seldom have the strength and capability 
of machineiy undergone such a severe test 
as the derrick E. K. Collins, belonging to 
the Steam Derrick Company, for tne past 
week, and on ytsterday especially. 

The transportation of the enormous 
boilers of the Dunderberg from the foot of 
Sunit m street. East river, to the pier at 
Sixth street, wuere the floating leviathan is 
moored, and the placing of tnem in their 
ii.ii >;t >d position in the hold, was an entire 

SUCCESS. 

The last ot the six boilers was safely de- 
I 'jsite 1 in itslinal resting place at 3 o'clock 
>estarday ait *rnoou. On Monday last the 
steam derrick commenced to remove them 
t 1 1 he vessel, and conveyed one every day, 
tinivhing on Saturday. The mode of con- 
veyance was startling to those unaware ot 
the *trenuf h ol the derrick. The boilerwas 
hoisted ai>oui twenty-live feet ou the boom 
of the derrick, aud held Kuspended in the 
air at this height before leaving the pier at 
Siantou street, Tbe-derrick then steamed 
toward the Dunderberg with this enormous 
weight ou its boom, and the boiler was 
lowered into the hold with apparently as 
little tronble or derangement oi machineiy 
as any ordinary ballast. It took but an hour 
and twenty IMMtM from the time the boil- 
er was rai-ed on the derrick from the Etna 
Iron Works pier until it was in the hold ol 
the Dunderberg. 

To form an idea of the extent and labor 
of this work, thus eu<tcesstully accomplish- 
< 1, ii is nece: *ary to give the size and 
weight of the boilers. All other machine- 
iy. either in Europe or America, is dwarl- 
( d into iu&igniliriim-e, compared with tin se 
mountain* of iron, and they tower over the 
gangway in the hold like those strange 
lowers of Oriental fable. The weight of the 
heaviest boiler is over sixtv tons, the height 
seventeen feet six inehes,liie depth thirteen 
l. t-t and the lront twenty-one and a half 
fiet. The fire surface of the boilers is thir- 
t v thousand square f< et, and the grate sur- 
face twelve hundred. The furnaces are 
sixty in number, arranged in two tiers, tin 
iurnaces to each boiler. With the main 
boilers there are also two donkey boilers, 
four furnaces to each, placed immediately 
forward of the main ones. The smoke pipe 
is sixty feet in height and thirteen in diam- 
et r, with a grating on top for protection. 

The derrick which accomplished this ar- 
duous task has a hoist ol beam of nearly 
thirty feet, and the front bom reaches over 
ibiiiy-three feet lrom the edge of the scow. 

The distance ri quired t > suspend the 
boileis over the hold of the Dunderberg 
was twenty-nine feet, and the deflection ol 
the boom with such a weight attached was 
!■ - lively more than two feet.

Mr. Smith J. Eastman, it appears, made 
un Ins mind tose k an rsylum in the south 
oi Eurone, and there live on his ill-gotten 
gains. He so far carried out bis design as 
to reach Lyons, where he asked and re- 
ceived hospitality of Mr. Emile Crestin, in 
who e hands he deposited sixteen thousand 
five hundred dollais, now in the cust ody of 
th»- United St ilea Vice Consul in that city. 

Mr. Crestin, it appears, was led to believe 
that the refugee was an honest bankrupt, 
and sympathized with him in his misfor- 
tunes. He thought also that losses and the 
excessive use of opium had impaired East- 
man's mind, and this impression was speed- 
ily confirmed by a cerebral attack, which 
made him hand over bis guest to the care 
of Mr. Birnet, who directs a lunatic asylum 
at Lyons. 

The vice consul at Lyons, I also under- 
stand, first beard of Mr. 
the nroenrer imperial, who reported him t 
the United States consulate as in a state of 
insanity and destitution. Mr. Viollier re- 
ported the case to the Hon. J. Bigelow, who 
knowing something of the antecedents of 
the gallant author of the Fairy (^ueen cor- 
i -|> udeuce, telegraohed baek what he 
knew and requested tne acting vice consul 
to keep a sharp lookout, so that the body of 
the defaulter and whatever property be had 
with him might be secured. 

Mr. Parsons, who acta as attorney for 
some New York merchants interested in 
this matter, showed bimaelf a smart man 
on this occasion. I can not fathom the 
mystery of him. Eastman was reported to 
the procureur imperial as in destitute cir- 
c-umstmces, when M. Emile Crestin had in 
his iMtHsession sixteen thousand five hun- 
dred dollars belonging to him. This gen- 
tleman, so far as I can gather, gets full 
credit lor acting houe-stly from M r. Parsons, 
who, however, while giving him an oppor- 
tunity to retreat, though a constable, used 
rather threatening language, suspected that 
there was property in his hands. Next day 
M. Crestin surrendered the sixteen thou- 
sand five hundred Jollars, and declared he 
knew nothing of the "Eastman case." 

The only property seized at the asylum 
was a carpet bag filled with empty opium 
bottles. It is expected that more money 
will, from Eastman's agents, be forwarded 
to the care of Crestin belore Eastman, under 
the extraditionary treaty, will be removed 
to New York.

The Result of the English Elections. 

The elections in Great Britain and Ireland 
closed on the 24th ult., and the result is 
definitely known. The new House of Com- 
mons will contain, at its opening, 367 Lib- 
erals of all shades, and 290 Conservatives, 
also of various grades. The position of 
many of the members is, however, very 
difficult to define. The Liberals are di- 
vided into Radicals, of whom there are a 
few, advanced Liberals, moderate Liberals, 
and Conservative Liberals. The Conserva- 
tive s may be classified as Tories, moderate 
Conservatives, ultra-Protestants, and ultra- 
Catholics. The elements on both sides aie 
inharmonious. Ulster has elected a solid 
Tory delegation, simply because they hate 
the Catholics more than the Liberals do. 
Other Irish districts elect Tories, or at least 
men who would support a Tory Ministry, 
because it is fancied that such a Ministry 
would lend some support to the temporal 
power of the Pope. On the other hand, 
Messrs. Lowe and Horsman, and Loru 
Elcho, who bitterly opposed all projects for 
admitting the woraing classes to tne right 
of sull'rage, are reckoned as members of 
the same Liberal party which includes 
Messrs. Bright, Mill, Hughes, and McLean, 
who have been elected especially for their 
desire to effect a liberal extension of this 
right. 

In the last Parliament, 30 "Liberals" 
voted against Mr. Baines' bill for extend- 
ing the franchise to tenants of £0 houses in 
towns. Several of these members have 
been defeated in the late elections, aud 
some others of them have retired without a 
contest. In the new House of Commons 
not more than 20 of the 300 Liberals will 
venture to oppose a moderate extension of 
the elective franchise, unless Lord Pal- 
merston should prove more stubborn in his 
opposition than there is reason to expect. 
But it must not be supposed that the new 
Parliament would tolerate for a moment 
the idea of universal still rage or of the 
ballot. 

Among the prominent friends of America 
and advocates of the North, we notice that 
.Nit ers. John Bright, W. E. Forster, W. E. 
Baxter, Milner Gibson and T. B. Potter, 
and Lord F. Cavendish, are returned with- 
out oppodtion: Messrs. T. Bazley, (I. S. 
Lefevre, J. S. Mill, '1. Hughes, E. Baines 
and W. H. Lea t ha in, are elected upon a 
contested poll, and Messrs. Jacob Bright, 
E. A. Leal ham, and Mason Jones are de- 
feated. Messrs. Roebuck and Gregory, 
who have been conspicuous ay our enemies, 
and Laird, the builder of the Alabama and 
the "rams," are all re elected. W. S. Liud- 
>ay. whose motion for recognition of the 
South was peuding when Lee surrendered, 
and Sir J. Rainsden, who was rebuked by 
Lord John Russell lor rejoicing that the 
"bubble Republic had burst," have retired 
lrom Parliament without a contest. Rams- 
den is replaced by Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish, the only English nobleman who pub- 
licly spoke in favor of the North in its days 
of struggle and doubt. 

Although the American question entered 
directly into very few of the contested elec- 
tions, there is no doubt whatever that the 
result of our war had a great influence up- 
on the general course of thjpeacel ul con- 
test which has just closed in Great Britain. 
The demonstration here given that popular 
government has not failed, and the general 
satisfaction that is felt in England over the 
non-intervention policy of the Palmerstou 
government, have strengthened the hands 
of the advanced Liberals immensely. Our 
example has shown that popular sovereign- 
ty is far removed from anarchy; and the 
Tories are deprived of their most cogent ar- 
gument against trusting the mass of the

How Grant was Bored at Saratoga— A

Grant. "That m very singular." "Don't 
know him," again responded Grant, in his 
peculiarly freezing style, such as he can so 
well adopt to get rid of bores, and which 
would have sent any ordinary man reeling 
back to his seat, there to remain during the 
remainder of the dinner. 

But this did not stagger his questioner, 
and, after making some common place re- 
marks, again became seated .

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Globe says another prototype for President 
Lincoln has been found in Servius Tullius, 
by the National Committee in permanent 
si'ting at Rome. Tullius was done to death 
by patrician daggers, for having raised the 
plebs to participation in power, and for 
having manumitted the slaves. To put on 
record the views thus taken on the Tiber, 
the committee has embodied its notion in a 
lapidary inscription, which for greater local 
significance they have caused to be deep cut 
in a fragment from the old tufa stone form- 
ing the ancient town boundary, Ayer Gtorvii 
TulUx, traces of which traverse the gardens 
of Sallust. This block they mean for pre- 
sentation at Washington, in testimony of 
condolence with a free people, and the 
legend runs thus:

Orestes, fils d'Agamemnon ; M. Leblanc, 
killed afterwards in a duel, was Pyrrhus ; 
La bar y was Pylade; Bochefort was Phuenix;

All are dead 
except Madame Cloz^l, who is still living 
in New Orleans. Madame Cloral says Booth 
spoke French perfectly, aud was enthusi- 
astically received. So also say the con- 
temporary writers. The representation at 
that early day was, of course, in French, as 
also the programme. It baa, however, an 
English advertisement. Mr. Booth also 
played Bacine here the same season. In 
style the programme puts to the blush those 
of to-day. 

Bursting an Ames Gun.— Colonel T. C. 
Baylor has for some time past been testing 
the efficiency of Ames' wrougbt-iron guns 
at Fortress Monroe. An eight-inch rifle 
piece was being experimented on Thursday 
afternoon. At the twelfth round, with a 
charge of fifteen pounds of powder, and the 
gun at an elevation of ten degrees, the 
Ames' wrought iron gave way. The 
breech of the gun was torn off aud hurled 
against a stockade of oak logs, erected to 
receive such projectiles. The body of the 
gun tipped over and fell off the carriage, 
burying the muzzle in the sand. No one 
was injured; the officers and soldiers were 
in the bomb-proof, along side of the gun. 
The piece torn off from the force of the ex- 
plosion is two feet ten inches in length. 
The fracture is as straight and smooth as if 
it had been severed by a knife. The sev- 
ered fragment contains what was the vent 
of the gun. In the figures of its length, 
above given, is included the casabel. This 
gun was made for a seven-inch gun, and 
with its original bore was fired one thous- 
and times. It was then bored to the calibre 
of eight; this, of course, greatly weakened 
the gun, and the fact of its bursting does 
not at all militate against the 
Iron guns.

tleman by tbe name of Wo'»dlord, who 
lives in Covington, Ky., related tbe follow- 
ing to us yesterday. He had been to Uk»s- 
gow, Ky., to Iodic after soineoll luter^sts, 
and arrived at Cave City on Wednesday 
night aboiil ten o'clock. Every one who 
has visited that section of fcmmtry knows 
of the pouderous proportions of Mr. Spur- 
rier, the popular landlord <-X tbe < 'ave City 
Hotel. As he cnts a -prominent figure in 
our narrative we will state that he is \ ■< rv 
nearly as large us a freight car, and that 
most pi him is in front. The sou of Mr. 
Spurrier isclerk in the hotel, and received 
Mr. Woodford, who wished to come to this 
city on tbe midnight train. Young Spu - 
rler put Mr. W r . in the parlor with the pur- 
pose ot arousing him when the train arriv- 
ed. A negro was sitting in the door leading 
from the parlor to the platform when 
Mr. Woodford retired. In about half an 
hour, aud just as the negro W4i preparing 
to take a nap, a man with a batcbet in bis 
hand rushed upon him, mashed his hat 
over his eyes, and threw him out on the 
platform locking the door behind him. 
The negro then rushed around and 
told Mr. Spurrier what had happened, and 
begged him to get up. Mr. S. rushed out> 
in his night-clothes, looking like a stage 
coach with a sheet thrown over it, and 
threatening to kill all tbe robbers in the 
world, commencing on the one then in thr> 
bouse. He and thenegro had armed them- 
selves with Enfield rifles, and were ready 
for any emergency. The noise on tbe plat- 
form woke Mr. Woodford, who thought 
guerrillas had surrounded tbe bouse, and 
were after him to kill him. In a few min- 
utes he made up his mind to go out and see 
what was the cause of the disturbance. As 
be unlocked the door, Spurrier and the ne- 
gro deployed ou either side of the platform. 
Woodford appeared on the platform, when 
the negro dropped his gun, spd was prepar- 
ing to accept any terms offered. Spurrier 
raised his firelock to an angle of about for- 
ty-five degrees, cocked it, and asked the 
negro if that was tbe robber. Tbe negro 
thought it was, to the best oi' bis knowledge. 
Woodford tried to explain, but could nut 
get Spurrier to listen, and the Falstatfian 
landlord continued to move on bis works. 
An idea struck Woodford that he could es- 
cape by running, but he was on a line with 
tbe water-tank, Adams' express oflice, and 
the Sanitary rooms, all guarded by negro 
soldiers. ,; This he did not think of, but 
struck out for a building across tbe road. 
As he started, Spurrier fired, followed by 
the men on guard at each of the above 
places.

i During all this time tbe real robber was 
at work in the house. The guard rushed 
over, lead by the scantily dressed landlord, 
who flourished a huge cheese-knife in one 
hand and a lighted candle iu tbe other.

Maine Union State < (invention. 

Portland, Aug. 10.— The Union State 
Convention met here to-day at 10 o'clock. 
The attendance was large, with a full rep- 
HHlMitaHoii from the whole Slate. 

The Convention was organized with Jno. 
A. Peters, of Hangor, as President, a Vice 
I President from each county, and B. Powell, 
j Alden Sprague, and W. S. Wheeler aa Sec- 
retaries. 

A committee on resolutions was appoint- 
ed, and at 11 A. M. a ballot was taken for 
(iovernor. Whole number of votes 504. 
Samuel Ikirt, present Governor, received 
653 voles, aud was unanimously nomi- 
nated. 

J. T. Gil man, chairman of the committee 
on resolutions, reported a series, of which 
the following is a synopsis: 

The first resolution recognizes the Divine 
hand that has led the country through the 
late civil war and given us a lasting peace 
based on the emancipation of slavery and 
a restoration of the Union. 

2d. Renews the endorsement of the 
principles and measures of the administra- 
tion of President Lincoln, stricken down 
because of his devotion to human free- 
dom express an entire confidence in An- 
drew Johnson; believing him desirous of 
restoring'tue rights to all parte; in behalf of 
the National Union men, pledges cordial 
support in the great work of rescuing the 
National Union; the restoration of equalitv.

Opluiou of Attorney General Speed in 
Regard to the Trial of the Conspirators 
by Military Commission. 

Wakhixuto.n, Aug. 10. — The Attorney 
General, iu re ponse to the inquiry of Pres- 
ident Johnson whether persons charged 
with the offense of having assassinated the 
late President should be tried by military 
tribunal or civil court, gave a written 
opinion sustaining the former mode of 
trial. 

This opinion has been printed. It main- 
tains that the military tribunal, under aud 
according to the Constitution, in times of 
war; that the law oi nations constitute the 
laws, and the laws of war constitute part 
the laws of nations, or that legal process 
contemplated by these provisions are relied 
u;x)n to show that judicial tribunal laws 
are constitutional. They must meet the 
euemies of their country iu open battle, 
but they must take and execute them ac- 
cording to the laws of their country. 

Andersouville Pen. 

New York, August 10.— The Tribune's 
Washingtod special says a private letter 
Iroaa ("apt. James M. Moore, A. Q. M., who 
was dispatched to Andersouville, Ga., for 
the purpose of giving decent burial to tbe 
remains of our prisoners who weve mur- 
dered by the late rebel authorities, was re- 
ceived this morning by J. E. Potts, chief 
clerk, at his office in this citv. Captain M. 
writes, tiLc'er date of July 20: We are en- 
camped within one hundred yards of the 
prison pen of Andersouville, and it is, in 
tbe full sense of the word, nothing more 
than a pen, and scarcely one hundred yards 
wide, where thev were exposed to the rays 
of the sun, and every mouth thousands 
diet!. This is the hottest place in the South, 
and I may be home before the latter part of 
August.

Arrested. 




Niv York, August 10. — A Quebec dis- 
patch says Gen. Grant, while here, spoke 
without reserve to several persons on the 
Mexican question. He said that he had 
placed cue hundred thousand man on the 
Ho (irnnde as an army of observation, and 
that the French would* have to leave Mexi- 
co peaceably if they choose but forcibly If 
thev refused. The situation of Mexico he 
looked upon as one which had been created 
bv the rebel Ih.n ami <be rebellion would 
really not be overcome until Maximilian 
shall be compelled to depart and the Mexi- 
can people allowed to organize a govern- 
ment without foreign interference. 

In regard to the relations between the 
United States and England, he did not 
think the present friendly state would be 
disturbed unless complications ensued by 
reason of England's mixing herself up 
with France on the Mexican question. 

The Herald'* Washington special says: 
We have ascertained from official sources, 
that on the first day of last May, there were 
one million and fifty thousand enrolled in 
the arm v on the pay rolls, and since that 
dale there have been discharged a little 
over seven hundred thousand, having in 
round numbers about three hundred and 
thirty thousand still in the army, and on the 
pay rolls. Of the number discharged about 
three hundred thousand, are now en route 
and at their several rendezvous to be paid 
off and mustered out. The funds sufficient 
to meet this demand, are in the hands of 
the paymasters, and are being paid out as 
fast as possible; the others who have been 
discharged or over four hundred thousand 
have been fully paid off and mustered out. 
The possibility with which part of the work 
is performed may be inferred from the fact 
that official figures in the Departments at 
Washington show* there have been paid 
off and* mustered out during the last thirty 
day* twenty-six thousand men. 

The recent orders of the War Department 
will probably muaterout about half of Sher- 
idan's troops, and Paymaster Wilson starts 
to-morrow with nearly $."> 1 (J8u,000 to pay 
them off. 

Rumors of contemplated cabinet changes 
are in circulation again. How much foun- 
dation they have in fact no one seems to be 
a hie toaay.

partment, and Mr. sjeward is once more 
said to be about to retire. The probabilities 
are decidedly against an immediate change.

Butler and Admiral Porter is untrue. 

Hou. Alfred Ely, of >'ew York, is in the 
city, and report hath it that be has been 
summoned, together with Maj.-Gen. Wil- 
cox and Gen. Lee, of Boston, to testify oon- 
cerning the treatment of prisoners, before 
the military commission about to be con- 



vened for that purpose. 

Details of the news from California state 
the loan in oehalf of the Mexican republic 
which was some time ago placed on the 
California market, was being pushed for- 
ward with energy, and was meeting with 
considerable success. 

The thirty thousand stand of arms pur- 
chased in San Francisco for President 
Juarez of Mexico several months ago, seiz- 
ed by our Government authorities, and 
afterwards released, had been again seized 
on an attachment for debt against Mexican 
agents having charge of them. The Mex- 
ican Consul in San Francisco has received 
a decree issued at Chihuahua by President 
Juarez, declaring null and of no effect the 
imperial decree in reference to the aeculari- 
ZMiion of the Mexican church property on 
the grounds of Maximilian being an usur- 
per.

Moseby, the guerrilla leader, came into 
Alexandria this afternoon, on the train 
from Culpepper, and was immediately ar- 
rested. He is held to await the orders of 
Major General Augur, eommanding the 
1 >• partment of Washington.
